James  Earle  Fraser,  a  former  assistant  to  Saint-Gaudens  and  a  prolific  artist  best  known  for  his 
monumental  ’’End  of  the  Trail”  Indian  sculpture,  created  a  truly  unique  design  for  the  new  coin. 
Up  until  that  time,  except  for  Bela  Lyon  Pratt’s  quarter  and  half  eagle  of  1908,  the  "Indians” 
portrayed  on  U.S.  coins  were  primarily  Caucasian  with  an  Indian  headress,  epitomized  by  Saint 
Gauden's  Greek  Nike  head  on  the  1907  Indian  eagle.  Fraser's  design  accurately  portrays  Indians 
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The  past  decade  has  witnessed  renewed  collector  interest  in  the  Buffalo  series,  no  doubt  stimulated 
by  the  wealth  of  new  research  published  by  nickel  specialists.  An  ever-growing  number  of 
numismatists  are  assembling  complete  sets  of  Buffalos  by  date  and  mintmark,  but  demand  is  also

"Discover  America"  celebration  planned 
for  ANA  National  Coin  Week  2000 

Discovering  America  through  the  nation’s  coins  is  the  central  theme  for 
the  77th  observance  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association's  (ANA)  National 
Coin  Week.  April  16-22.  2000. 

“The  continuation  of  the  commemorative  quarter  program  by  the  United 
States  Mint  and  the  new  Sacagawea  dollar  coin  offer  golden  opportunities  to 
discover  America’s  talcs  behind  the  coins.'’  says  ANA  Education  Director  Gail 
Baker.  “National  Coin  Week  presents  a  special  time  to  introduce  numismatics  to  the 
public,  show  ing  everyone  how  they  can  hold  history  in  their  hands 

In  the  second  year  of  its  50  State  Quarters  Program,  the  Mint  will  issue 
2 5 -cent  pieces  with  reverse  designs  commemorating  five  states.  The  10-year 
program  w  ill  recognize  each  of  the  50  states  w  ith  a  special  design  on  the  reverse  of 
the  quarter.  The  Mint  estimates  that  by  the  end  of  this  year.  160  million  Americans 
will  be  actively  collecting  the  stale  quarters  from  pocket  change. 

Also  debuting  in  early  2000  and  expected  to  stimulate  collector  interest  is 
the  gold-colored  dollar  featuring  Sacagawea.  the  Native  American  who  helped  the 
Leyvis  and  Clark  Expedition  in  1803 

“This  year's  National  Coin  Week  theme  again  demonstrates  hoyv  the  study 
of  coins  can  help  unlock  and  understanding  of  history  ,  sociology .  art.  archaeology  , 
political  science,  economics,  language,  and  so  much  more.  '  Baker  says.  "The  fun  of 
collecting  can  begin  with  the  change  in  your  pocket." 

Among  the  activities  collectors  can  do  during  National  Coin  Week  arc: 

*Set  up  an  exhibit  of  United  States  quarter  dollar  or  dollar  coins,  old  and  new  in  a 
library  ,  bank  or  school. 

* Present  a  talk  on  the  legends  and  lore  behind  each  state  s  quarter  design. 

*Work  yvith  local  banks  to  encourage  the  distribution  of  the  state  commemorative 
quarters,  dollar  coins  and  unusual  coins  to  bank  customers. 

To  encourage  clubs  and  individual  members  to  prepare  exhibits  for  banks, 
shopping  centers,  libraries  and  other  public  venues  during  National  Coin  Week,  the 
ANA  has  established  a  new  exhibit  ayvard  to  be  presented  for  such  display  s  mounted 
at  the  Association's  National  Money  Shoyv  in  Ft.  Lauderdale.  Florida.  March  3-5. 
2000.  The  exhibits  will  be  judged  on  their  educational  content. 

The  ANA  also  is  offerings  full  scholarships  to  a  future  Summer  Seminar  in 
Colorado  Springs  to  the  coin  club  and  the  collector  yvho  submit  a  report  of  the  best 
and  most  innovative  way  in  w  hich  they  promoted  National  Coin  Week. 

Entries  for  National  Coin  Week  2000  ayvards  must  be  received  by  the  ANA 
on  or  before  May  31.  2000.  Ayvards  yy ill  be  presented  at  the  ANA's  2000  World's 
Fair  of  Money  m  Philadelphia.  Pennsylvania,  August  11-15.

The  Life  of  Sacagawea 


Our  parents  and  grandparents 
learned  all  about  her.  Our 
children  know  about  her,  too, 
as  today  her  story  is  taught  in 
classrooms  across  our  nation. 


Sacagawea  was  the  Shoshone 
Indian  who  assisted  the 
historic  Lewis  and  Clark 
expedition  Between 
1804-1806,  while  still  a 
teenager,  she  guided  the 
adventurers  from  the 
Northern  Great  Plains  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean  and  back.  Her  husband,  Toussaint  Charbonneau, 
and  their  son  who  was  born  during  the  trip,  Jean  Baptiste,  also 
accompanied  the  group.

Without  Sacagawea's  navigational,  diplomatic, 
and  translating  skills,  the  famous  Lewis  and 
Clark  expedition  would  have  perished.  For  one, 
she  helped  Lewis  and  Clark  obtain  the  horses 
they  needed  to  continue  their  journey. 


Now,  almost  200  years  later,  the  resourceful 
Native  American  steps  back  into  the  limelight. 

Sacagawea  replaces  suffragette  Susan  B. 

Anthony  as  the  image  on  the  dollar  coin.  Soon  everyone  who 
handles  the  Golden  Dollar  will  remember  the  brave  15-year-old 
who,  carrying  her  child  on  her  back,  guided  an  unprecedented 
mission. 


Meet  the  model 

for  the  coin. 


What  did  Sacagawea  look  like? 

More  statues,  streams,  lakes,  landmarks,  parks,  songs,  ballads, 
and  poems  honor  this  young  woman  than  any  other  woman  in 
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American  history.  Yet,  no  portraits  created  during  her  lifetime 
exist.  Even  Lewis  and  Clark's  journals  don't  include  sketches  or 
other  clues  as  to  what  she  really  looked  like 

This  appealed  to  the  Dollar  Coin  Design  Advisory  Committee 
(DCDAC)  torn  between  recommending  a  real  person  or  an 
allegorical  image  for  the  new  coin.  Because  no  factual 
representations  of  Sacagawea  exist,  her  image  has  been  left 
largely  to  imagination,  much  like  an  allegorical  figure. 


To  spark  her  imagination,  Glenna  Goodacre,  the  sculptor  who 
designed  the  Sacagawea  image  on  the  Golden  Dollar,  used  a  real 
person,  Randy'L  He-dow  Teton. 

Randy'L  He-Dow  Teton  Inspired  the  Coin's  Design 


Meet  Randy'L  He-dow  Teton  She's  the  mysterious  face  behind 
the  Golden  Dollar. 


In  1998,  the  University  of  New  Mexico  college  student,  then  22, 
spent  an  afternoon  modeling  for  sculptor  Goodacre.  It  was  just 
a  couple  of  hours,  but  it  really  paid  off 


During  the  session, 
it  didn't  seem  like 
anything  would 
result.  But  a  few 
weeks  later, 
Goodacre  called 
with  big  news: 

"We  got  it!" 

Teton  says,  "It 
was  hard  to 
comprehend.  I  was 
so  startled,  I  called 
my  family,  but  no 
one  believed  I

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would  be  on  the  new  dollar  coin.  No  one  even  knew  about  the 
Sacagawea  coin." 


How  did  Teton  and  Goodacre  meet?  Let's  go  back  to  the  start. 
It's  1998  and  the  U.S.  Mint  has  invited  New  Mexico  sculptor 
Goodacre  to  submit  designs  for  the  new  dollar  coin.  But 
sculptors  can't  sculpt  out  of  thin’air!  Goodacre  needs  a  model. 

So  she  travels  to  the  Institute  of  American  Indian  Arts  Museum 
(IAIA),  in  Santa  Fe,  NM. 

There,  she  asks  at  the  front  desk  if  they  know  any  young 
Shoshone  women  in  the  area.  She's  in  luck.  Teton's  mother,  who 
works  at  the  museum,  shows  Goodacre  pictures  of  her  three 
daughters.  That  very  night,  Goodacre  contacts  Teton  in 
Albuquerque. 

Modeling  wasn't  easy,  recalls  Teton.  "Pose  this  way,  hold  your 
head  that  way,  point,  stand  up,  turn  your  head..."  The 
instructions  went  on  and  on.  "I  had  to  hold  poses  for  a  long  time 
without  breathing,"  she  says.  "I  was  glad  when  it  was  all  over." 

Teton  is  proud  about  modeling  for  the  Golden  Dollar.  What 
does  she  like  about  the  Golden  Dollar  image?  "Its  strength, 
gracefulness,  and  humbleness.  The  dignity  in  her  eyes."  she  says, 
"To  me,  the  image  doesn't  represent  me,  it  represents  all  Native 
American  women  All  women  have  the  dignity  of  the  Golden 
Dollar's  image." 

Both  at  her  college  and  back  home  at  Idaho's  Fort  Hall  Indian 
Reservation,  where  she  grew  up,  everyone  knows  Teton  is  the 
Golden  Dollar  face.  She  receives  so  many  questions  about  the 
coin  and  modeling  for  it,  that  she's  even  set  up  her  own 
informational  Web  page. 

By  modeling,  Teton  carved  a  unique  spot  for  herself.  As  the 
Golden  Dollar  coin  takes  its  place  in  history,  so  will  she. 


U.S.  currency  reference  updates  listings,

Paper  money  collectors  will  find  the  descriptions  and  current  valuations 
i  they  need  at  their  fingertips  in  the  new  18th  edition  of  the  Standard  Catalog  of 
United  States  Paper  Money. 

All  of  the  varied  types  and  varieties  of  authorized  currency  issues  ever  the 
past  187  years  are  presented  in  a  manner  that  meets  the  needs  of  all  collectors.  The 
catalog  encompasses  everything  from  the  first  Treasury  Notes,  which  financed  the 
t  War  of  1812,  to  the  several  paper  coinage  substitutes  of  the  Civil  War  era  and  the 
i  most  recent  notes  in  current  production. 

Valuations  for  over  5,500  currency  items  in  three  grade  of  condition  at 
included  Six  hundred  high-definition  photographs  allow  positive  identification  of 
currency. 

A  new  section  for  Web  Press  Notes  by  block  was  added  to  the  small  size  $1 
Federal  Reserve  Note  section  of  this  edition.  In  Ma>  1992  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing  produced  these  notes  when  testing  the  high  volume  web-fed  intaglio 
currency  press.  Web  note  blocks  contain  96  notes.  Presently,  all  notes  are  printed  on 
sheet-fed  presses  with  32  notes  to  the  block.  Because  the  web  note  series  is  short, 
collecting  by  block  has  become  popular. 

The  seventeen  previous  best-selling  editions  indicate  the  historical  reliance 
collectors  and  dealers  place  in  each  annually  updated  edition  of  the  Standard 
Catalog  of  United  States  Paper  Money.  Included  in  the  reference  are  a  paper-money 
grading  guide,  a  15-page  guide  to  authentication,  and  comprehensive  checklist  of 
national  bank  notes  with  designations. 

Prepared  with  ease  of  use  in  mind,  the  book's  categories  are  listed  by 
denomination  of  issue  rather  than  obligation.  Introductions  to  each  major  section 
provide  basic  historical  and  economic  background  to  enhance  understanding  of  each 
issue.
